For the actual petrol bath you need just 
enough petrol to cover each garment; this 
shou'd be worked in thoroughly by squeezing, 
and for any obstinate spots a very soft nail- 
brush may be used; but use it gently!

A Special Soap. 


If you are cleaning light-coloured materials 
an effective home-made dry cleaning soap may 
be uséd sparingly in the petrol bath. 

This is made up by mixing 1 oz. of oil of 
almonds with the same quantity of oleic acid 
and adding concentrated ammona very 
Slowly till the mixture comes to the con- 
sistency of syrup. Don’t use too much of the 
soap, as it is not easy to rinse out, Every 
garment must, of course, be thoroughly 
rinsed in clean petrol, and should be squeezed 
as dry as possible, though you: must be care- 
ful not to wring it out of shape. ' 

Finally, hang the clothes ont of doors till 
they are bone dry and have lost all trace of 
smell, They may then be pressed in the 
ordinary way, though delicate fabrics must 
be treated with extra care as the petrol tends 
to make the threads rather brittle.

JURY’S FINDING OF 
“NOT GUILTY.” 
——&F- 


The hearing was continued in the Dublin 
Central Criminal Court yesterday, beíore Mr. 
Justice Johnston, of John J. Bergin, 26 
Morehampton terrace, Dublin, who was 
charged with causing the death of 
Kathleen Treacy, a young girl, and with 
causing bodily harm to her mother, Katherine 
Treacy, John, Meba and Martha McGovern, 
by driving a motor car into a funeral pro- 
cession at Greenfield, Maynooth, on 15th 
October, 1932. 

Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C.; Mr. J. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. M. J. Connolly 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor) pro 
secuted. -Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C.; Mr. C. 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr. Jos. Healy (instructed 
by Mr. J. J. Shiel, solicitor} defended. 

The accused man, giving further evidence, 
said that he had often acted as an official at 
motor trials, and it was his practice to take a 
small quantity of whiskey with him on such 
occasions in case of accident to a competitor. 
On the day of the accident he had not opened 
two “ baby powers ” he had bought on the 
way down. He had only four small whiskies 
throughout the day. The night of the acci- 
dent was dark and misty. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, K.C., 
Beggan said that the car which he drove on 
the occasion was garaged by an English com. 
mercial traveller with witness's firm, and 
witness had no authority to take it out. He 
put on the car lights before leaving Straffan. 
He did not think that the brakes were defec- 
tive because on the way down any applica- 
tion proved effective to the call made on 
them. At the time of the accident the car was 
going at from 25 to 30 m.p.h, 

Had the brakes been working 100 per cent. 
it should have been possible to stop the car 
within 15 yards. Witness was about 15 yards 
from the stragglers at the rere of the funeral 
procession before he saw them. Witness 
crashed on his brakes immediately he saw 
the crowd. 

Asked why should the car swing from side 
to side, accused said the brakes might not 
have been properly synchronised. 

Further questioned, witness said that if he 
had been going slower he could have avoided 
the accident. If he had been going at 20 
m.p.h. instead of 27 he could have stepped 
the car in much less space. . 

Answering Mr. Rice, witness said that be- 
fore the day of the accident his firm had 
received a letter from the owners of the car 
asking that they should take it out to ‘‘ blow 
the cobwebs off it.” 

Mr. Joseph Healy addressed the jury on 
behalf of the accused. and Mr. James 
Geoghegan, K.C., on behalf of the State. 

The jury after an absence of half an hour 
found Beggan not guilty, and he was dis- 
charged,

A settlement was announced in the probate 
suit of Sir Joseph Glynn and Mr. Patrick 
Glynn, solicitor, Dublin, against Mr. Jasper 
Tully, of Boyle, in which the plaintiffs, as 
executors, sought to establish the will of the 
late Mrs. Mary Ellen Tullv, wife of the defen 
dant, and in which the defendant opposed the 
will. 

The ,case was tried during the last sittings, 
before Mr. Justice Sullivan and a jury, and 
the jury disagreed. 

Mr. Lavery, K.C., who, with Mr. Lynch, 
K.C., and Mr. Marnan (instructed by Mr. T. 
G. Quirke) appeared for the plaintiffs, now 
stated that there had been a number of diff- 
cult questions arising between the executors 
of the Will and Mr. Tully with reference to 
the assets of the husband and the wife 
respectively. That was an issue which was 
not, of course, involved In the probate 
action, but it had caused great difficulty be- 
tween the parties in settling the affairs of the 
two estates. However, the parties had ad- 
justed all difficulties with regard to the re- 
spective estates. Mr. Tully on his part had 
withdrawn all opposition to probate of his 
wife’s will being granted, all pleas against 
the validity of the will, and all charges and 
imputations made at any time by him against 
Sir Joseph Glynn, Mr. Patrick Glynn, and 
Marie O’Connor, the parties against whom 
a plea*of undue influence had been raised in 
the suit, and after his lordship was satisfied 
with the formal proof of the execution of the 
will there would be no further trouble in the 
case, 

Mr. Quirke, solicitor, gave evidence of the 
execution of the will. ; 

Mr J. M. FitzGerald. K.C.. who, with Mr. 
A. E. Wood, K.C.. and Mr, Sherry (in 
structed by Mr. J. V. Brady) appeared for 
the defendant. did not cross-examine the wit 
ness. and said that no further evidence was 
necessary. 

Mr. Lavery asked his lordship to receive 
the consent to settlement, which provided 
that the executors shguld pay £5,000 (includ- 
ing £3,500 as the proceeds of the sale of the 
Royal Hotel, Boyle) to Mr. Tully, in full dis 
charge of all his claims against the estate of 
his .late wife. that the will should be pro- 
pounded for probate in solemn form of law, 
the parties to abide their own costs. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan declared probate of the 
wili in solemn form.

In the matter of certain asSsessments to 
excess profits duty made upon Wiliam H. 
Freeman and Francis P, Freeman, trading as 
Thomas Freeman, Fade street, Dublin, and 
in the matter of the Finance and Courts of 
Justice Acts, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C., with whom was 
Mr. B. McGuckin (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Hanlon and Robinson) applied on behalf 
f the prosecutors for conditional orders of 
certiorari and prohibition to quash six assess- 
ments for excess profits duty amounting in all 
to £29,800, which had been made in respect 


| of the trading of the firm from 1915 to 1920, 


Counsel submitted that there was no. jurisdic- 
tion to make the. assessments. He men. 
tioned that these were the well-known Dublin 
provision merchants, and they. had, he said, 
been literally obliged to close down their 
business for a time by the circumstances of 
the assessments, 

It appeared from an affidavit made by Mr, 
T. FEF. Robinson, solicitors fior essrs. 
Freeman. that the notices of assessment did 
not ‘specify the trade or business immrespect 
of which the assessments purport to have 
been made, nor did they allege any ground of 


| assessability to excess profits duty, hor give 


the requisite particulars to show the basis 


| of asSesSment. 


The affidavit also stated that the business 


| in respect of which these charges- were made 


Was originated and carried on by Thomas 
Freeman, who established the business of 
wholesale provision merchants, and carried it 
on until he died in October, 1896, and after 
this it was carried on by other members of 
the family. The assessments, counsel sub- 
mitted, were unjust, During the periods in 
respect of which they were made full ac- 
counts had been furnished to the Revenue 
authorities, and had been passed by the 
authorities and every penny paid. 8 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne granted the condi- 
tional orders of certiorari and prohibition,
